strike one re-echoes ut The Bulletin office some three thousand miles away. 
If the next offering of the pitcher is a ball, the knowledge is imported im- 

. mediately to the crowd. Of course, the mon at bat is entitled to hit the ball 
if he gets the chance, and if he lands on the ball and gets as far as second 
base, his name is promptly placed down at second, and the name of the man 
who follows him in the batting order is placed at home plate. Now, if the 
man on second steals third, that fact is acknowledged by moving his name 
from second to third and a card marked “stolen. base” is placed in the open- 
ing marked “how advanced.” If he should be so unfortunate as to be caught 
trying to pilfer the third sack the crowd is at once informed of this fact by 
placing of a card “caught stealing” in the space marked “how out.” His 
hame is then taken down from the buse and placed in the space for “Outs.”

New Battleships Ready For Re- 
lease and Landsmen Are i*ound 
Efficient and Useful 


Toronto, Oetl. t.—"Great Britain 
would like Canada to contribute 2,000 
men to the linperial navy before the 
end of the war,” declared Captain Hon, 
Rupert Guinness, M.P., last evening, 
at the luncheon of the Mmpire Club. 

“Experience has taught the British 
admiralty,” he said, “that a landsman 
can be made very emicient and useful 
on a battleship. These men are re- 
quired for the battleships whieh 
ubout to be r sed from the st«« 

Volunteers from Canada, he stat 
Will, us hus been announced from Ot- 
tuwa, be enlisted as part of the Royal 
Canadian Volunteer Reserves, to form 
an overseas division, and alnvost imme- 
diately on enrolinient will be sent to 
Ingland for training and service with 
the fighting fleets of the Nmpire, in the 
North Sea and elsewhere, as required, 

In compliance with the request of 
the Dominion Government, Hon. Mr, 
Guinness stated, “the British admir- 
ulty will place the recruits from Can- 
ada on an equal footing as regards pay, 
pensions and allowance, with their 
fellow citizens in the Canadian expedi- 
tionary forces, They will receive, 
while serving during the duration of 
the war, only that portion of their pay 
as equivalent to the pay of their rating 
in the British navy, the remainder be- 
ing banked for them in Canada or paid 
to their relatives, as they may direct.”

A ram should be in good condition 
at time of service, but should not be 
over fat, which they are apt to be at 
sales; it is, therefore, advisable to 
keep up theif vigor with flesh making 
foods, and allowing them plenty of 
exercise. When the ram is put to 
service his brisket should be rubbed 
with a mixture of oil and. ochre, to 
show which ewes he has served. By 
changing the color of the achre in a 
month thoge which are not in lamb, 
but come Ver again may be detected, 
and the time of lambing more aceur- 
ately ascertained. After the breeding 
season the ram should be taken from 
the ewes, and may be kept with the 
Wethers but it is not advisable to let 
him get too poor,. His feet. should. be 
pared so as to keep them in good 
shape=—-H. Percy Jaques, .

SAYS WASTAGE 
INNORTH FISH 
SERIOUS LOSS 


H. H. Rhodes Claims Thousands of 
Immature Fish Are Destroyed 
on Lake Shores 


Constitution of Alberta as a separ- 
ate jurisdiction under the fisheries’ 
laws and the appointment of a ‘chief 


inspector for the province with head- 
quarters at Edmonton were recom- 
mendations made by Capt. Duclos at 
the investigation conducted  yester- 
day by Prof, EB. BE. Prince, Dominion 
Fisheries’ commissioner in the board 
of trade office, into the conditions of 
the industry at Lesser Slave lake, its 
resources and the opportunities of de- 
velopment. In addition evidence was 
heard from the representatives of a 
number of companies who advocated 
an increase in the quantity of the 
catch, and asked permission to use a 
larger net, but no objection was raised 
to an incredse in the size of the mesh 
from 51-2 to 53-4 inches, it being 
stated that the demand was for large 
fish. In connection with the develop- 
ment of the industry it was mentioned 
that un order had ben received by one 
firm from Toronto for salted white fish 
that could not be filled owing to the 
tact that the only supply on the mar- 
ket at present is fresh fish. 


Presented Petition, 

When the tnquiry opened H. H. 
Rhodes, who stated he was an engineer 
and had a couple of homesteads at Lac 
ln Biche, presented a petition signed 
by a number of residents asking for 
an investigation of the way fishing was 
carried on in that locality. He stated 
that between Lac la Biche, Egg and 
Veaver lakes there were some... 609 
square miiey of fishing waters in the 
district. Last season from Lac la Biche 
alone between 400,000 and 500,000 
pounds had been sent to the United 
States markets apart from what was 
locally consumed, He complained that 
white fish were being used by men who 
kept fox farms for feeding thoir ani- 
mals, and he declared that if the in- 
dustry were properly protected the 
people of the district would have a re- 
Hable source of income. It was abso- 
iutely impossible, he said, for tne pres- 
ent guardian to have proper supervl- 
sion, and in illustration of this he stat- 
ed that when the inspector from Ottu- 
wa recently appeared on the scene at 
the end of the season those who were 
fishing illegally were warned by auto- 
mobile and the nets pulled out. 


Wastage of Fish. 

Mr. Rhodes stated ghat tnousands of 
immature fish were thrown on the 
shore and he urged that the Indians 
and half-breeds should not be allowed 
to fish in the closed season as millions 
ware destroyed during the spawning 
season. 

Commissioner Prince said that the 
matter would have attention when he 
got back to Ottawa, 

In support of his claim for better 
Protection for the industry Mr. Rhodes 
stated that he had been told by survey- 
ors that there was no tish now in C 
lake owing to the improvident manner 
in which it had been fished. 

W. R. Menzies, who was called as 
huving knowledge of “the fishing ot 
Lesser Slave lake, both as a fisherman 
and fish dealer, gave it as his expert- 
ence of the last four years that there 
was no indication of the depletion of 
the supply. The fishing this summer 
was just as good as during uny other 
summer. He expressed the opinion 
that the 300 yards net at present per- 
mitted was too small for the purposes 
of commercial fishing. He said that 
they had no objection to the increase 
of the mesh, The larger fish brought 
the better price in the foreign market 
He thought that the length of the net 
should be increased to 1,400 yards, 

Urges Season Extended, 

W. S. Campbell, manager of the Al- 
berta Fish company would like to see 
the season extended and said that the 
size of the mesh could be increased 
without hurting production, In sup- 
porting the claim for permission to 
make « larger catch he mentioned that 
two companies beginning operations in 
July at Lac la Biche had taken out 
400,000 pounds, He mentioned that the 
fishermen at Lesser Slave lake got 
from 1 1-2 to Ze per lb. He complain- 
ed of the express charges, which he 
said, were the same from Edmonton to 
Chicago as from Prince Rupert which 
was 800 miles farther, Ard yet it had 
been proposed to incre&se them 25 per 
cent, “The companies,’ said he 


“are 
just wanting to put us out of business.’ 

William Slater of the MeInnis Fish 
company, urged that if a change of the 
size of the mesh was decided upon— 
and he had no objection to it-——the 
companies should be given time to dis 
pose of their old gear, The size of the 
mesh, he said, was a safeguard for the 


{ndustry. Hie stated that a_ better 
price would be got in the American 
markets if they were allowed to fish 


up to the beginning of the spawning 


season for this was the time of the 
year when there was a demand from 
across the border, He was in favor 


,of settlers and others being bound by 
the same conditions as the commercial 
fishermen, He did not agree’ with the 
siatement of Mr. Rhodes that thous- 
ands of immature fish were destroyed 


ut Lac la Biche.

found Mr. Rhodes’ statements gener- 
ally correct as to the waste of the fisa 
ond he said that the difficulty was the 
half-breeds being allowed to fish in the 
closed season, 

Mr. Slater in the point of the in- 
crease of the catch safd that 10,000 
fish a week were sold from Lake Wa- 
bamun tn Edmonton during the sea- 
son, and Wabamun had been fished for 
twenty years, 

F. bh. Jeffers, superintendent for the 
Alberta company at Lesser Slave Lake, 
mentioned that a white fish 12 1-2 Ths 
had been caught in the lake, 

The commissioner was inclined 
take the statement asa “fish sto 

Mr. Jeffers-—1 know the man who 
caught it and weighed the fish my- 
self, He added that there was scarcely 
a@ trout caught that did not weigh 16 
pounds Hie said that the whitefish 
were getting better and stronger every 
cay and that owing to the increasing 
demand there would never be repeat- 
cd whut had taken place in the winter 
of 1914-15 when quantities of fisk were 
allowed to lie on the icé because they 
could not be sold. He mentioned that 
there was a ste y supply of tish com- 
ine into the lake from the other lakes 
by the rivers. 

It was F,. H. Miller of the Arctle 
Fish company who informed the com- 
missioner of the order for salted white 
fish from Toronto, and, on this phase 
ot the development of the industry, it 
wae stated that people who lived at 
the lake kippered as well as salted the 
fish and that they were excellent eat- 
ing. 

Capt. Duclos speaking from the
